2. On 18 July 2014, his squadron responded to a call for rescue of stranded personnel from a raging inferno at Lotus Business 
Park building in Andheri, Mumbai. He was entrusted with the planning and execution of the operation. His effective 
coordination with various agencies ensured quick launch of the helicopter. Despite ongoing rains and strong monsoon winds, 
he located the blazing building and sighted the survivors who were trapped in a precarious location one floor below the 
building top amidst smoke and rampaging flames. 

3. Assistant Commandant Nikhil Hebbale assisted in a daredevil rescue of a fireman from the building overcoming inclement 
weather in hostile environment. The officer’s deft aircraft handling, imperturbable demeanour and unwavering courage 
resulted in safe and successful accomplishment of mission. The officer shouldered responsibility well beyond his rank and 
seniority in executing this life saving mission whilst factoring in adequate safety. His unflinching act of bravery is 
praiseworthy and deserves recognition.

CITATION 

Paresh Mahanta, Uttam Sahayak Engineer (Radio), 07795-S joined the Indian Coast Guard on 01 Eebruary 1995. 

2. He is a qualified Ship Diver and is serving with Coast Guard Refit & Production Team, Goa, since 29 Eebruary 2012 
carrying out duties of Assistant-in-charge Harbour Craft Project. 

3. On 22 August 2014, interceptor boat C-148 based at Goa reported consumption of two each sacrificial anodes fitted in the 
water jet inlet duct. In order to replace the anodes, the boat was required to be dry docked. However, the dry dock was not 
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available. The boat was also required for deployment towards important mission of coastal security. Uttam Sahayak Engineer 
Paresh Mahanta considering the urgency volunteered for the diving operation to undertake replacement of anodes in afloat 
condition. The weather was not conducive for undertaking diving operations due to prevailing sea state i.e. three to four, 
heavy swell and winds gusting at 40-50 Knots. The diving operation commenced at about 1130 hours on 22 August 2014. 
The anodes having 12 bolts, located in a confined place limited the manoeuvrability for the diver. In addition, task of 
replacing anodes on a ship in afloat condition had never been attempted before and was a challenge due to poor underwater 
visibility and severe weather conditions. With his diving ability and technical skill, he accomplished the replacement of 
anodes which involved removal of total 24 nuts & bolts and installation of new anodes. 

4. The entire operation lasted for 05 hours during which Paresh Mahanta undertook multiple dives, resulting in the interceptor 
boat being ready for deployment. His daring, courageous and valiant efforts clubbed with professional skills saved exchequer 
of approx Rs. 20 lakhs and avoided the dry docking of Interceptor Boat C-148 which could have made the boat non 
operational for prolonged period. 

5. The devotion to duty, perseverance, professionalism and brave efforts in demanding circumstances by Paresh Mahanta are 
highly laudable.
